going to win. And we are going to win. 
The people in whom all power lies, will 
ace to that. They will see to it because 
no benefit has redounded to them from 
tie hands of the present administration 
on Beacon Hill. They will see to it be- 
cause in the long run, they realize that 
the principles of our party lead to stabili- 
ty. progress and prosperity. 

“Never have we had such a deluge of 
messages and vetoes, never so many 
vetoes -over-riddeh, never such a long 
session of the Legislature. Anything 
would do to make the public think things 
were moving. But the public cannot 
continually be cajoled. Things were mov- 
ing, but not moving ahead. Never was 
an administration so far behind in visit- 
ing the great state institutions, never 
were so many men on our boards and 
commissions left to-hold over after their 
terms had expired, in doubt as to whether 
or not they would be re-appointed. This 
in a Republican administration would not 
be condoned for a moment, nor would 
many of the new appointments, some of 
which the council and I have been forced 
to reject. In every case, We have treat- 
ed the Governor with uniform courtesy 
and consideration even to the extent of 
ratifying names we would not ourselves 
“have presented.

dishonesty, extravagance or inefficiency, 
but, rather, was a complete vindication 
of the efficiency and honesty of Repub- 
lican officeholders. It is asserted that 
false and damaging charges have been 
made by the Democrats against the 
management of the institutions of Mass- 
achusetts, in the face of the experts’ 
contrary reports, and for this, it is de- 
clared, an apology is due the people of 
the state.

Coming to national issues, which are 
declared to be of much greater moment 
in the campaign this fall than state is- 
sues, it is pointed out that the result in 
Massachusetts will be viewed throughout 
the country as a judgment upon the ad- 
ministration of President Taft and the 
acts of a Democratic and insurgent Re- 
publican Congress, and will have a far- 
reaching influence upon the presidential 
election of 1912. 

Attention is directed to the importance 
of Massachusetts as an industrial com- 
monwealth and to the benefits conferred 
upon the state by the Republican sys- 
tem of protection, It is not claimed how- 
ever that the protective tariff is alone 
responsible for the great prosperity otf 
Massachusetts, but it is claimed that pro- 
tection has safeguarded the interests of 
Massachusetts so that she was able to 
utilize her resources for her own benefit, 
as Well as for the benefit of the country 
at large. 

The Democrats are criticized for their 
course in Congress especially with refer- 
ence to their haphazard tariff tinkering, 
in combination with insurgent Republi- 
cans.

Unless this is done the fear is ex- 
pressed that the industrial and financial 
troubles of ’57, 83 and ’93 will be repeat- 
ed in the near future. 

The platform closes with a full and 
hearty indorsement of President Taft's 
administration. He is lauded as a 
statesman, a man of great administra- 
tive capacity and one who does things 
for the good of the nation without play- 
ing politics. The voters are called upon, 
without regard to party, to hold up the 
President’s hands and sustain him in all 
his acts, . 


Night Before Reception 


Despite the fact that the new direct 
nominations law has taken away from 
the“night-before” rallies one of the chief 
attractions, i. e., the opportunity to 
pledge delegates to the support of can- 
didates for nomination, the turn-out at 
the Republican gathering at the American 
House, Tuesday evening, was one of the 
largest ever witnessed in Massachusetts. 

In the receiving line which weleomed 
all comers Lodge and 
Crane, Lieut.-Gov. Louis Ay Frothing- 
ham, candidate for Governor; Robert 
Luce, caudidate for Lieutenant-Governor; 
Secretary of State Albert P. Langtry, 
Auditor James EF. White, Treasurer F]- 
mer A. Stevens, Atty.-Gen. James M. 
Swift, all candidates for reelection; 
Congressmen Lawrence, Greene and Har- 
ris, and Charles E. Hatfield, chairman 
of the Republican state committee. 

A feeling of confidence in the success 
of the Republican party in Massachu- 
setts this vear appeared to be ;reneral. 
The one desire of all seemed to to 
do their utmost to elect the Republican 
state ticket. 

Joseph Walker made a speech of praise 
of Louis A. Frothingham, and the rafters 
lrang when the speaker declared that if 
lhe had not proven himself “a good win- 
jner” he could at least prove himself 
'good loser.” 
| <A letter of regret and promise of sup- 
/port from Norman H. White was read. 
Representative Russell A. Wood, de- 
‘feated candidate for secretary, and Her- 
ibert A. “Burr, defeated candidate for 
jauditor, both spoke in praise of ‘their 
successful rivals, Secretary Langtry and 
Auditor White. 

Everywhere groups could be noted of 
defeated candidates hobnobbing witb 
their successful rivals. Charles L. Bur- 
rill, defeated candidate for councilor, 
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| shook hands with Alexander MeGregor 


and promised him to go on the stump for 
him, and a group of MeGregor’s friends 
thumped Burrill on the back and cheered 
him, and told him he was next in line 
for the council. 

W. Prentiss Parker showed similar 
cordiality toward Councilor Cushing. 

As the prominent defeated eandidates 
for office appeared at the doorway and 
passed along the reception line they were 
given a warm greeting by their Repub- 
lican brethren seated about the hall.

MAY BE CAUSE OF 
CUMPRESSION LOo3 


A loss of compression means a loss 
of power, says W. R. Allison in Motor 


Print. To discover the cause of this loss 
of power is one of those things which 
often baffle the motorist, even though 
he has got through the novitiate stage. 
Loss of compression is likely to be 
caused by several things—for instance, 
leaky induction and exhaust valves, a 
badly fitting combustion head, where 
the head is separate from the cylinder 
barrel), or by loose piston rings. 

Suppose that we have an engine, the 
compression of which is bad, the valves 
have been taken out and ground into 
a perfec’ fit, the joint at the combusion 
head has been examined, and there is 
no doubt that this is perfect, but still 
the compression is bad. This points to 
the fact that the piston rings need some 
attention. 

It is, therefore, necessary to disconnect 
the c~linder entirely from the crank 
chamber, so that when thg former is 
removed it Jeaves the piston attached to 
its connecting rod. Care should be 
exercised when removing the cylinder 
not to disturb the piston rings, but to 
note the relative positions of the slots 
in these as the cylinder comes off. 

The slots in the vings neing approxi- 
mately in line, is suflicient to cause a 
loss of compression although the rings 
may not be bad. 

There are, as a rule, three piston rings, 
and the slots of these should be equi- 
distant from one another, to insure no 
leakase past them, 

, When the cylinder .is removed, exam- 
ine the piston and its rings carefully, 
and provided that the slots in the rings 
have not been opposite to one another, 
vou uow have to look for the cause of 
the trouble. If the rings are bad, tlre 
points at which the gas has been eseap- 
ing by the piston and rings will be de- 
noted by a burnt or brown or roughened 
surface of the piston, and the rings, 

It will be found frequently that these 
places occur near the slots in-the rings, 
these being quite discolored for perhaps 
a quarter of an inch from each end ‘of 
the slot, or it may be that one ring has 
not been really true when it was first 
put in, and it has allowed the gas to 
escape in small quantities at first. Con- 
tinued compression of the gas has caused 
an increasing escape, until quite a large 
area been’ created. ‘This, as in the 
other case, will be noted by the discol- 
oring of the ring. 

After finding the faulty ring or rings, 
their removal is the next question. — If 
the rings are bad, it is practically im- 
material whether they are broken or not 
in the process of their removal, but it 
is advisable for those who are fitting new 
rings for the first time to be very care- 
ful. in the removal, since the experience 
thus gained will be of benefit to them in 
replacing the new rings. The first thing 
to do is to @pen the ring by springing 
the ends apart at the slot. It can then be 
forced gently off the piston. In remov- 
ing the middle ring, care will have to 
be taken, or the ring will drop into the 
groove vacated by the top ring. In 
many instanees, the bottom ring can be 
slid over the trunk of the piston and 
sprung open sufficiently to pass over the 
connecting rod, thus saving the _ possi- 
bility of its talling into the two groves 
above and the subsequent trouble of its 
removal. 


BANK CLEARINGS

T. ANDREWS, Scotland-—-After a 
torchlight procession by students 
in fantastic dresses on the eve of 
the great occasion, the oflicial cele- 

bration of the quincentenary of St. An- 
drews University began with the recep- 
tion of the foreign and other distinguished 
visitors by the chancellor, Lord Balfour 
of Burleigh. 

Delegates from more than 100 univer- 
sities and upwards of 40 other societies, 
representing almost every country of 
Europe as well as the United States of 
America and the British dominions from 
all over the world, had gathered in the 
little old-fashioned town to celebrate the 
five hundredth anniversary of the founda- 
tion of Scotland's oldest university, thus 
showing the esteem in which St. Andrews 
is held as a place of learning. 

The quiet gray streets were ‘trans- 
formed into a blaze of color, such as is 
seldom seen in the land oateake and 
homespun, as the procession of foreign 
delegates in gowns and hoods of all the 
colors of the rainbow and several inter- 
mediate shades, the various officials from 
other Scottish towns, such as Edin- 
burgh, Glasgow and Dundee, in their state 
robes, the St. Andrews students in scar- 
let. and last of all, the chancellor in his 
gorgeous golden garment, marched 
through the town on the way to thie 
parish church. 

In the afternoon Lord Balfour of Bur- 
leigh delivered an address in the north 
hall, the vast temporary wooden build- 
ing: with_seating accommodation for 3500 
people, which had been erected on the 
tennis courts, to be used for all the in- 
door ceremonies of the celebration week.
